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JAPAN FOLLOWS LEAD OF THIS COUNTRY 


Will Act as China's Friend, Conger's Message of Yesterday Not 


Made Public, Did Not Answer Any Messages From, 


This Government. Hoped Storming Unnecessary 


f Washington, Aug. 15.—There IB reason 
ho believe that Japan has not only placed 
fiearself in unison with this government, 
ftut has also shown the purpose of carry- 
ing out the assurances of the Emperor 
•fit Japan to the Emperor of China, made 
»bout the time President McKinley an- 
»wared the imperial edict. 
In the Jap- 


smeae emperor's answer, the following 
•ighiflcant language was employed: 


"Our government, as it is well known 


Jlo your majesty, entertains a feeling 
*t>f cordial friendship for your country, 
mo that should circumstances make it 
tiecessary, Japan will not decline to 
foffer her good offices based on the feel- 
'|ng of mutual friendship. 
If your ma- 


jesty's government, therefore, at once 
leuppresses the insurrection and actually 
fescues ^the 
foreign 
representatives, 


Uapan will be prepared to use her in- 
fluence in the eventual negotiations be- 
Iween your country and the foreign 
(countries, with a view to conserving the 
Interests of your empire/' 


I It will be observed that Japan, in this 
communication, suggested that her 


"U"good offices" and her friendly influence 


jvould be employed as between China and 
fche foreign powers, "If the Insurrection 
twas suppressed and the foreign repre- 
'ipentatlres were rescued." 
1 At tha close of the official day Tues- 
jBay at the ^tate department the follow- 
ing official 
announcement was bul- 


^etlned: 


"The department of state announces 


, that a message from Minister Conger 


i tap been received, but of uncertain date 
', and not in reply to the telegram sent to 
film on Aug. 8. It will not be made 
"•public." 


This came at the conclusion of a period 


t>f Intense expectancy and yet one devoid 
•tot any actual developments, gave In the 
.foregoing meager announcement. Min- 
Jlste'r Conger's message was received in 
.^Washington shortly before noon, coming 
•ffirst to. the Chinese legation by the usual 
ifoute through Chinese officials. It was 
.tn the Arrerican cipher, without date 
ijjmd signed with the minister's name. 
'5t was at once transmitted tj? the state 
department and conferences began be- 
tween Acting- Secretary Adee and Secre- 
tary Root. Thivnighrtut the afternoon, 
however, the state department main- 
tained an unaccountable reticence con- 
cerning the subject, declining to admit 
(that the message was in hand. 


The suspense was cleared up at 4 


to'clock by the above announcement. It 
Was stated authoritatively that while 
the message was of a confidential char- 
acter, and for that reason couW not and 
WottM not be given out, yet as a means 
of allaying possible misinterpretation 
It could be said that the dispatch showed 
neither a better condition nor a worse 
eondition on the part of the legationers 
jat Pekin. It did not indicate whether 
(Minister Conger has, or has not, received 
^ny messages from this government.

"Nothing was contained in the message 


Jirtilch will cause any change In the in- 
structions to General Chaffee. 


Throughout the day word was anx- 


iously-awaited from General Chaffee as 
to the developmentof the military situa- 
tion near Pekin, but not a, word came,

!«m the situation. The last heard from 
General Chaffee he was at Ho SI "Wu, 
end according to all calculations he 
«iu»t now be very near Pekin, unless 
events have occurred to delay the ad- 
vance. The officials are taking into ac- 
jcount that an advance even up to Pekin 
leaves much to be accomplished in a 
.military way. 


Although tb,i situation admits of the 


jjrospect of an assault iy>on Pekin, yet 
Jfrovernme ,i officials are decidedly more 
hopeful that a solution of the Chinese 
.problem will be found without recourse 
to such hero'c measures. The im- 
proved feeling is based largely en the 
fc&lief that China, realizing that her 
iacred capital is about to be besieged by 
the armies of the world, will yield every- 
thing, and that the legationers will be 
fielivered on the terms of the allies. 


The attitude of the United States con- 


cerning the landing of British troops at 
Bhanghai has been made known to the 
foreign governments through their rep- 
resentatives here. This has had the ef- 
fect of practically eliminating the TJni ted 
States from the question. Neither the 
French nor the German government is 
disposed to accept calmly the landing of 
British troops, and it Is understood that 
•troag 
representations, 
both, 
from 


France and Germany, are now being 
"fnad$ at London. As summed up by a 
(Well informed diplomat, theie represen- 
tations in effect are that for every British 
marine landed at Shanghai, Prance and 
Germany also would land a marine. It 
Is felt, moreover, that the issue involved 
ftlates not only to Shanghai, but virtual- 
tf to the centre of the entire Tang Tse 
Klang valley, known as the paradise of 
China. 


Foreign 
governments have mani- 


fested a desire also to learn the views 
of the United States concerning the in- 
etructions of Russia to her minister at 
Pekin, M. De Giers. In response to in- 
quiries here, it has been made known 
that this government looks upon the 
course of Russia as substantially the 
flame as that of the United States, and 
that the powers are therefore acting in 
substantial unanimity.

Kingston, Jam., Aug. 15.—Three 'dele"- 


gates from the mosquito territory of 
Nicaragua have arrived here to request 
the exiled prince, or Chief Clarence, a 
pensioner of the British government, to 
return to "his country." They com- 
plain of oppression and injustice on the 
part of the Nicaraguan government. 
The chief has, it is said, communicated 
with Lard Salisbury on the subject. 


Chief Clarence, the former ruler of the 


Mosquito territory of Nicaragua, is a 
colored man, now about 26 years old. 
About aix years ago, as hereditary chief 
of the Mosquito territory, he ruled more 
or less over some 10,000 subjects. But 
he clashed with the Nlcaraguans and 
was eventually compelled to flee from 
the territory. He sought refuge on the 
United States cruiser Marblehead and 
subsequently landed at Kingston in 
August, 1894. H« has sinw lived there 
as a pensioner of the British govern- 
ment. 


The Meequito reserve, later the Mos- 


quHo territory, is now known as the 
Nicaraguan department of Zeiaya. The 
territory, previous to 1850, had enjoyed a 
semi-independent position under the 
nominal protection of Great Britain 
(trom 1655 to 1858). but by the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty (1850) Great Britain re- 
signed all claims to the Mosquito coast, 
and by tha treaty of Managua (1880) 
cedw! t*ie protectorate to Nicaragua. 
Thus it was that when Chief, or Prince, 
Clarence, was d-riven out of the territory 
Great Britain felt compelled to allow 
htm a pension of J32 per day, which has 
not prevented him from being sued tor 
debt by Jamaican merchants.

are 10 breathing spaces of a trifle less 
' than an acre each, aggregating eight 
acres. Commenting on thei utility of 
these latter, the New Bedford Standard 
Days: 


"Hartford has founti It a wise policy 


to own these several medium sized 
' parks within the residence districts. 
Most municipalities/ find these open 
spaces add greatly to the beauty and 
•Itractiveness 'of the city and give in- 
CltaBed advantages for the health and 
Comfort of the 
people* 
Considered 


, from a material poinlt \yt view, these 
email parks within the city proper are 
not luxuries, for the value of the sur- 
rounding property is usually ssa much 
enhanced—the measure depending upon 
Khe general situation—a» to largely off- 
set the loss to the city treasury that 
comes through turning taxable prop- 
erty Irtto public grounds." 


Making the application local, the lar- 


ger part of the property under con- 
sideration is already free tfrtm taxa- 
tion as a cemetery, while adding noth- 
ing to the good of the city. And the 
good it might do it allowed to becmo 
euch a breathing place, as is proposed, 
Is almost beyond estln.ate.

THE CHINESE PROBLEM 


What Professor Jordan of Stan- 


ford University Thinks of It 


BATS CHINA IS TTHOONQUEBABLE. 


DEPTHS OF THE GREAT LAKES. 


"WTtat Wonlfl Happen U Their Sur- 


faces "Were Lowered to Sea I/evel. 
If the chain of great lakes which 


bound the northern limits of a portion of 
the United States could be brought to the 
level of the sea, two of the chains would 
be practieglly wiped off the face of the 
earth. 
Lake Michigan would become 


two lakes much smaller than the present 
majestic body of water which lies off 
Chicago. 
Chicagoans could travel on 


what is now the bottom of the lake as 
tar north as a point midway between the 
shores of Milwaukee and Grand Haven 
jwithout getting their feet wet. 


i No system of lakes presents as wide 
variations of extreme depth as the big 
fresh water system. Beginning with Su- 
perior and following the chain eastward, 
ithey vary from 1,386 feet to but 210. 
rThey are respectively 602 feet above the 
tea level for Superior, 581 each for Mich- 
igan and Huron, 573 for Erie and but 
247 for Ontario. Superior is far the deep- 
est, with Michigan second. Ontario Is 
close on its heels, being within a few feet 
of Huron, while Brie is so shallow that 
its greatest depth is 36 feet less than the 
znidlake depth of Michigan between Chi- 
cago and St. Joseph. Ede can claim but 
210 feet extreme depth. 


As good an object lesson of what the 


lakes have to offer is the course between 
Chicago and St. Joseph, Mich. 
The 


coast is measured from the lights of the 
two harbors. Beginning from this side, 
the government pier, already quite a 
Way out, has a depth of some 36 feet. 
SThe lake shoals on this side so that the 
'extreme depth of the spoon is a trifle 
beyond the middle of the 57 mile course. 
It drops rapidly, however, from 16 in the 
riv-r to 240 out in the lake. But on the 
other side, within a couple of miles of 
the shore, the depth drops from 24 feet 
to 160 feet with frightful rapidity. By 
the time the second song is sung leaving 
St. Joseph the singer is over some 40 
fathoms of water. 


Superior, Sf reduced to the sea level, 


would be robbed of two-thirds of its di- 
mensions. 
The extreme depth is well 


east of tho middle line. 
Michigan has 


her greatest depth, 1,000 feet up, toward 
the straits. Huron is less than 800, while 
Erie is very shallow. 
Ontario has a 


depth of T35 feet, owing to the falls of 
'Niagara. 
If all were brought to sea 


level, Erie would be 500 feet above, 
Michigan would be a couple of ponds, 
Huron almost out of it, Superior a lake 
not mncb larger than many another and 
Ontario the largest of the system.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle^.

Writing Prom Jap&u, Be 8*y« 


Cmplre, Once Aroo«ed, All Knrope 
Could Not tfurittsh Men to O»mjne> 
It or Hold It In Cieok— Cliiuu Weak, 
but Chinese Stroaar. 
According to a Sun Francisco dis- 


patch to the NPW Vcrk Herald, Presi- 
dent David Starr Jordan of the Stan- 
ford university, writing from Japan 
regarding the Chinese problem, says: 


"The present outbreak Is the expres- 


sion of dlssatist'ucUou which lias been. 
growing a long time iu the north of 
China, which has relations with the 
outside world very different from the 
trading and wandering people of the 
southern parts. 


"The flrst source of trouble, and per- 


haps the least, is found in the work of 
Christian missionaries. Wisely or un- 
wisely, some of these put themselves In 
direct opposition to time honored, but 
doubtless very objectionable, Chinese 
customs. To overthrow these is, in the 
minds of the country folk, to destroy 
the worship of ancestors, to sap the 
foundations of Chinese morality and 
generally to wreck both church and 
state. The national feeling is weak in 
China, but the feeling for ancient cus- 
toms—the feeling which we call con- 
science, bigotry or fanaticism, accord- 
ing to the way it affects us— is exceed- 
ingly strong. 


"In the south of China the people 


grow rich through trade or service 
with 'foreign devils,' and they have 
learned the tolerance which commerce 
always brings. In the north bigotry 
lias freer sway. In view of this, a 
prominent American in Peking said 
last winter that anything might hap- 
pen in China, which might come at 
any time. The time seems to be now. 
More potent toward immediate trouble 
has been the invasion of railway and 
mining engineers vho wander about 
the country, often reckless of native 
customs or prejudices, asking nobody's 
leave and heeding nobody's objections. 
The Chinese do not want railroads, 
Still less will they consent to have 
them run through their grandfathers' 
graves, and almost every foot of hind 
is somebody's graveyard. They do not 
like mines, Isast of all those conducted1 
by foreign devils' in sacred hills, and 
they are incensed when samples of ore 
are knocked off from their" tombs or 
their temples. 


"Everywhere are found agents of 


syndicates eager to secure concessions, 
often doing nothing with them save to 
hold them for future speculation. The 
European nations ..forgot sometimes 
that jurisdiction and ownership are two 
different things. Jurisdiction is cost- 
ly, and unless it Is in full accord with 
the will and customs of the people 
over whoin it Is exercised it is inef- 
fective and unprofitable. This touches 
the third and most direct cause of the 
present outbreak. The breaking up of 
China, its partition among European 
nations, has been freely discussed 
throughout the civilized world, not to 
the pleasure or edification of the Chi- 
nese. 'Spheres of influence' have been 
freely laid out on paper by men who do 
not know that the true meaning of 
'sphere of influence' is simply 'center 
of trouble/ 


"In commerce and manufacture the 


Chinese will hold their own. in any 
competition. They learn to make what 
they want. 
They bring in skilled 


workmen from the rest of the world 
as teachers. They are apt pupils and 
soon learn to avoid the outside ship- 
ment of raw material. Even in British 
Hongkong, as well as in Singapore 
and Manila, it is said that all trade la 
falling into the hands of Chinese mer- 
chants, who displace the foreigners by 
greater attention to business. 


"Chinese workmen supply most Chi- 


nese demands more cheaply than any 
one else can do. China is weak, but 
Chinamen are strong, and the future 
of the tropical orient lies in their 
hands. Even in Siberia the Chinese 
gain -a foothold faster than Busslan in- 
fluence spreads In China. China can- 
not be conquered nor divided nor re- 
tained by outside powers if it Is once 
awakened and united. 


"Some men foresee the formation of 


two strong nations — Manchuria and 
China—instead of one nation headless 
and Irresponsible. Some concede Tar- 
tar Manchuria to Russia> in which case 
Japan will take Korea, which she does 
not want save as part of the strategy 
of nations. This Japanese gentlemen 
freely concede, but it is felt that Japan 
will have to do it, as it has already 
taken the fractious and unprofitable 
island of Formosa. 


"I may sum up public opinion as It 


reaches me in these propositions: First, 
the foreign powers must protect their 
own legations and citizens against offi- 
cial weakness and 'flocal fanaticism. 
This they are doing shoulder to shoul- 
der—a fact of which the people of Ja- 
>pan seem very proud. Second, the for- 
eign powers must not make this an 
excuse for the partition of China. This 
is a thing impossible, and, China once 
eroused, not all Europe could furnish 
the men to conquer the country or to 
hold it In check. No foreign power 
can maintain an army in the Interior 
of north China through a Chinese win- 
ter. 
If China falls opart, it will be 


through the diverging interests of 
north and south. This is not likely to 
happen. Sooner or later It Is believed 
the moderate leaders of the north will 
come to terms with the viceroys of the 
eouth. Third, the European powers, 
as Lord Salisbury has distinctly point- 
ed out, cannot guarantee the Interests 
of syndicates doing business under 
'Liberty or death!' As captain of the 
Jericho Guards you'll find me at the 
front, and if I don't kill at least seven 
Invaders a week yon kin bounce me 
out"

Ing that section is superstitious when, 
as a matter of fact, he simply displays 
sound Judgment. Very soon after the 
rats $uit sounds will be heard, and 
later on a slide follows. What would 
have happened to the man had he 
credited his fears to superstition by 
disregarding the exodus of the rats 
and the subsequent noises? 


"Rats are the flrst of a mine's inhab- 


itants to realize danger, and then 
comes the mule. Man is the last So 
it is only natural that lie should take 
as positive indications of trouble the 
actions of the others, and he should 
not be regarded as a superstitions 
creature on that account. 


"After rats desert an entry It Is next 


to Impossible to get a mule J^rto It, not 
because the rats left, but because the 
mule realizes the danger. Left to 
themselves rats or mules would neve^r 
be caught in slides in mines, but it is 
different with men, who will not fol- 
low the lead of the other two."—Den- 
yer Post

Reul- j 
Izing that if they were found by any of ' 
the train crew they would be put off, they 
had arranged that if one was put off the 
train he should notify his partner by fir- 
ing his-revolver once. 


The trainman, with visions of what he 


firmly believed was a narrow escape from 
death, shook his head, and the judge 
looked unbelieving. 
Vance's cowboy 


friend corroborated the story, but, seeing 
that his tale failed to receive credence, 
the defendant asked the court to please 
Btep outside. The judge asked what for. 


"I'll prove my innocence, your honor," 


Vance said. 


The court was curious and went out- 


side. 
So did the sheriff, lawyers and 


spectators. Vance pulled out his revolver 
and, holding a postage stamp between the 
fingers of his left hand, clipped off each 
corner in succession. Next he asked a 
spectator to suspend a hickory nut from 
n thread. Walking off 30 feet ho wheeled 
and at the first shot cut the thread. Tak- 
ing six tacks he placed them loosely in a 
piece of wood. This he placsd against a 
post 25 yards away. Borrowing a watch 
from a bystander, he opened the case for 
a mirror, shot with his back to the mnrk 
and drove each tack into the wood with- 
out a miss. 


The brakeman had been looking on in 


open mouthed wonder. As Vance con- 
cluded the brakeman stepped up to the 
judge and, tapping bbs on the arm, said: 


"Tea, yon honor, I guess I wo's mis- 


taken. 
That man wasn't shooting at

The oil Is 
nsed as fuel to operate two electric mo- 
tors which control the pumps. 


The submerging of the boat Is con- 


trolled by rudders on each side. She 
has side keels also, two bilge keels and 
three rudders. Air Is furnished in 
sev- 


eral cylinder tanks. There is a 24 foot 
deck, on which is a conning tower, 
where stands the pilot. There are three 
loops in the tower. 


The craft will carry a crew of three 


men.

CONCERNING NOSEBLEED. 
' 


Fact* Tint Are Useful *o Know 


About a Common Affliction. 


Nosebleed is so common in childhood 


that little account is ordinarily made of 
it. Where it occurs repeatedly without 
apparent provocation, however, eSort 
should be made not only to check the im- 
mediate attack, but to ascertain the cause 
of the trouble. 
It is weil known that 


heart disease, cdfcgestipn of the liver end 
other conditions affected by or affecting 
the circulation of the Wood predispose to 
nosebleed, and considerable anxiety la 
frequently felt lest the nosebleed of child- 
hood may be the result of seriona con- 
stitutional causes. Most commonly the 
cause is Ideal. 


The best means of cheeking the imme- 


diate attack is pressure with the finger 
on the upper lip just beneath the nostrils, 
A small pad of absorbent cotton or a 
piece of handkerchief may be placed in- 
side the lip and'tightly'pressed against 
the gum from without, thus compressing 
the two small arteries of the upper lip 
that supply the nose. These can ordinA* 
rily be felt pulsating in this locality. 


If the bleeding is profuse or prolonged, 


the child should be placed ia a restful 
position, but with the head elevated, 
while ice may be held to the forehead or 
the back Of the neck. 
To decrease still 


further the blood pressure within the 
vessels of the nose a mustard footbath is 
of service. 


In. the meantime blowing the nose must 


be avoided. Plugging the nostrils both in 
front and back is a last resort to keep the 
sufferer from actual peril. 


The predisposing causes of nosebleed 


ere, as has been said, commonly local. 
Careful examination of the nose by the 
physician is therefore always necessary 
in recurrent attacks. Diseased areas in 
the nose are usually found, in which the 
vessels are spongy and unnaturally tur- 
gid. 


The depression of the child's health' 


caused by repeated attacks of nosebleed 
not infrequently requires attention. 
If 


the trouble is due to systematic weak- 
ness, attention is to be especially directed 
to an improvement of the general condi- 
tion, while if the lungs ate themselves1 
weak repeated attacks of nosebleed are 
sometimes indkations of the need of a 
change of climate or of proper physical 
exercise at home. 


The formation of Scabs or crusts, often! 


attended in childhood with picking of the 
nose, must not be overlooked as a cause 
of nosebleed. Watchfulness may be re- 
quired to prevent the formation of an 
unfortunate habit, but the affected spots 
must also be treated with Ointment 01!

One of the most carious phenomena 


of modem times is the rise and spread 
of the so called Boxers of north China, 
or, atf their high sounding name w.ould 
be literally translated, "The Righteous 
Harmonious Fiaters." 


In many ways this movement seeme 


to be a recrudescence of old witchcraft 
days. The Boxers are hypnotized oi 
mesmerized by their leaders and fall 
Into trances and see visions and per- 
form all sorts of aatlcs of which after- 
ward they have no remembrance, says 
the Rev. Dr. Francis B. Olark, presi- 
dent Of the Christian Endeavor society, 
In The Independent. By these trances 
they are supposed to render themeelvea 
Invulnerable to foreign bullets and 
western arms of every description. 


The new recruit is thus drilled and 


prepared for battle: First, he bows to 
the ground three times, knocking his 
bead on the earth, until after many 
drillings the hajr is worn off and a 
scar appears which in many places ia 
the honorable Insignia of the Boxer— 
the only sign by 'which be can be dis- 
tinguished from hip more peaceable 
neighbors. After these three profound 
bows he mttst repeat nine times the 
paine.of a certain god. Then the head 
Boxer strokes the face of tbe recrurt 
with mesmeric .passes or sometimes, 
standing behind him, waves hia hand 
In true hyppotlc fashion until the raw 
recruit suddenly stiffens out, his eyes 
eet and bulging, bis muscles rigid and 
tense. 


After going through with these ma- 


neuvers a certain number of times he 
becomes immortal so far as foreign 
weapons have tbe power of inflicting 
death, and we are soberly told tbat'ywd 
can stick a knife into him and h* will 
not bleed; that you may back him with 
swords or spears, and he wQl show no 
sign of feeling. 


One of the parts for this curious 


dress parade Is for one Boxer to fall 
upon another with his heavy knife, 
slashing bun apparently with the ut- 
most vigor, but making no Impression 
upon him, as many veracious eyewit- 
nesses sobeuly affirm. 
It is a fact 


worthy of note, however, that wher- 
ever the foreign bullets have actually 
bad a chance to do their work the 
Boxer, though thoroughly mesmerized, 
has bitten the dust like any common 
mortal. But bis friends keep their 
courage up by saying that his death is 
only a temporary affair and that be 
will surely come to life again if- given 
time enough. 


Fortunately for the missionaries and 


the native Christians, the Boxers are 
arrant cowards. 
Moat of them come 


from the dregs of the populace, am 
their superstitions are worked upo: 
by a flew skillful leaders, who are often 
more than suspected of being Buddhist 
priests in disguise. A harmless tele- 
scope in the compound 6f tbe Tungcb< 
college, which is mounted in the open 
air and swathed for protection from 
the elements in oilskins, Is supposec 
by the Boxers to be a piece <Jf modern 
artillery and is an undoubted protec 
tlon to the missionaries. 


It is equally fortunate that these 


Boxers are as poor as they are igno- 
rant and deluded. They apparently 
have nd guns or ammunition, unlesi 
possibly here and there an. antiquated 
flintlock. Their weapons are spears 
and huge swords ot knives, which an 
almost too unwieldy for any mortal 
to use with effect 
Because of this 


favorite weapon they are sometimes, 
called the "Broad Knife society." In 
a recent battle between ths Catholic 
Christians and the Boxers .in the neigh- 
borhood of Paotingfu the Ghnstians 
mowed their adversaries down by th- 
score, and one misionary has told m 
that with a repeating rifle or a revolver 
he thinks he could keep something like 
1,000,000 Boxers at bay. "If you have 
not a pistol," he says, "take out your 
spectacle case or Jackknife and poin- 
it at them and they will give you a 
wide berth." 


The occasion for this 6ntbreak of 


antlforeignlsm is not difficult to find. 
The empress dowager Jezebel now 
upon the throne plays into the hands 
of these reactionaries and, while pre- 
tending occasionally to issue an edict 
against them, really encourages them 
with secret messages of her esteem 
Foreign inventions, too, have begun to 
come In like a flood, and each one of 
them la regarded with suspicion and 
distrust The new railway from Tien- 
tsin to Peking, which is now stretching 
on its ever lengthening way to Han- 
kow, Is believed by many to be under- 
laid with the tiodiea of children; alter- 
nately every sleeper is a boy and a 
virgin, and a virgin and a boy. The 
wells are thought to b& poisoned, and 
every Chinese thinks himself hi danger 
of the dread supernatural Influence of 
the hated "redheaded foreigner." 


In the midst of this excitement anx- 


iety and turmoil too much cannot be 
said for the courage and quiet heroism 
of the missionary forces. I have seen 
no one who flinched or showed the 
white feather. 
They come and go 


about their daily ministrations as 
though no mob thr&at.uutxi iL<=;is upon 
tbe streets and no "Harmonious Fist- 
era" were drilling in the next com- 
pound. They keep open their schools 
and chapels and hospitals and boldly 
travel on foot or on their wheels from 
place to place as though no thunder- 
cloud that might at any moment shoot 
out 
destructive 
lightning 
lowered 


above them.

Today begins th^ feast of 
tlffe As- 


sumption of the Blessed Virgin. The 
day commemorates the miraculous as- 
cent of the Blessed Virgin into heaven.
